fiy, io order to facilitate the execution of this Trea- 
ps and the connection of Commerce which will re- 
ult between the two nations, has determined to 
open particular offices, for the entry of gauzes, cal- 
licoes, linen, and cotton cloths, and other mer- 
chaadizes, which coming from the manufaétories 
of England and other parts, are to be admitted to 
the benefic of the Treaty, leaving the former of- 
fiees open, which anciently fublifted, for the entry, 
of merchandize of the fame fpecies, Which are 
broaght from other countries, and which are to re- | 
main fubjeéted to the higheft duties. His Majelty. 
has judged it equally proper to fix, as nearly as sok. 
fible, the duty by weight on all msrchandize of an
